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A GROUP OF 20TH CENTURY ROYAL MINT PROOF-RECORD COINS, FORMERLY IN 

THE MELBOURNE MINT MUSEUM 


The practice of striking proof-record coins of each denomination for each year began at the Royal Mint in London 
in 1926, and continued, with minor exceptions during World War II, until 1964. It is believed to have originated 
alongside a contemporary drive to win new business from overseas, not simply to cater to the tied markets of 
Empire, but from the new nations who owed their independence to the Treaty of Versailles. The architect of this 
drive was the Deputy Master of the Mint, Sir Robert Johnson (1874-1938), who kept his workforce busy at a time of 
general economic recession by winning coining orders from Eastern and Southern Europe and appropriating 

business in the Middle East and Latin America. 

The proof-record coins, always struck in tiny quantities, were intended to be distributed to certain national 
collections for display and exhibition, both at home and overseas, and for presentation to potential customers. 
Their issue ceased after 1964 when it became clear that their rising numismatic value had encouraged their 
appearance in British salerooms and brought them unfortunate notoriety in official circles at that time. 

Some of the results of Johnson’s entrepreneurship can be seen in the coins in the following 86 lots. These proofs are 
surplus coins from the Melbourne Mint Collection, coins from which were first offered for sale in July 1988 (Spink 
Australia, Auction 25). Ostensibly, the Melbourne mint, being the senior branch of the Royal Mint in Australia, 
received several proof-record coins from London for distribution to the other branch mints, as well as to other 
official collections in Australasia. Melbourne usually received up to four proofs; for its own collection, the Sydney 
mint (which closed in 1926 but still held a collection), the Perth mint and the State Library of South Australia, 
Adelaide. But sometimes the coins were not distributed, hence their appearance on the Australian market in two 

tranches, in 1988 and 2009. 

Without exception, proof-record coins are very rare. No records were kept of exactly how many were coined at the 
time (so-called mintage figures quoted in KM. and other publications, and alluded to in the following text, are 

believed to be somewhat optimistic). 

This is an exceptional offering of uniformly high third-party graded coins, the like of which will not be repeated as 
holdings of this size and scope are now exclusively retained by institutions.
